"The Kingdom of Irelazd--is properly divided into Eour Pro- 


 vinces, viz, Munſter, Lemſter ,© Connaught. and Miſter ; and 


theſe Sub-divided, Firſt, into the Counties of Limerick, Kerry, 
Girk, Waterford, Deſmond and Holy®Groſs in Tipperary.Secondly,Into 

Eaft and Weſt Meaths, Kilkenney, Cartelough, Kings-county , 

Bucens-Gonnty, Kildare, Dublin and Wicklow, Thirdly, Into 

Clare, Thumond, Galloway, 12:0, Sheer, Amirim and Roſccom- 

2100. Foltirthly, Into Tyrconnel or Duzghal, from whence the 
Earl derives his Ticlez Tyroze the Upper and'nether, Fermazagh, 
Cavan or Gravan, Monaghan, Golrane, © Antrim, Down, Armagh 
and Lough ; thus ftand the Coumies of the Kingdom in their 
reſpective Diviſions: And as fer the Principal Cicies and Towns, 
tney- are FW London-Derry, Gork, Limerick,, Waterford, 
Duzlin, Treaab, Dungannon, Mavrlebarg, Philips-Town, Kilaare, 
Wexford and Armagh; for indeed there are no extraordinary 
Number.of conſiderable Places, the Country (though ir con- 
cains four hundred Miles in lengeh, and two in breadth, through 
the Lazinefs of the Natives, who for the moſt part delight 
rather in Rapine and Theit, than Honeſt Labour) being ex- 
creamly overgrown; with Woods, Buſhes, Briars; . and; other 
eumberſom TOs. The Rivers, for want of keeping up' the 

Banks, or*cleanſing, overflow upon :every ſmall Rain, and the 


- Mountains frequently are found. to thruſt' -up their -craggy 


ſhoulders, whilft -che Bogs lye as low ; and although they are 
extream large mirey, and dangerous to pals, yet the Na- 
tives make ic their buliheſs to &nd* out eps and clumpers, 
2nd practiſe the Trotting them with ſo much eale, that like the 
Wild Ingians in their war» and Woods, when they have 
committed any Outrage or Miſchief, . thither chey betake them- 
ſelves as to a SanQuary'; and'from thenceare called Boeg-trotters. 
Bur noc to be cedious in this Particular, we proceed to other 
marrer. i. : {T2 EBLS: SNDIDLC TH 5021 | #7 Y:

Wat, the King of ——-—— - worſted, and almoſt onted of - - 
" his Dominions, made it his humble Suit to Henry the Second, 
King of Englavd, for Aid againſt his Enemies, offering his 
Daughter to R:chard the King's Son, with his little Kingdom _. 
for her Dowry, and _ it fo far, that the Prince, preceded 
by one Robert Fitz-Step ens, paſſed the Seas with a conſiderable 
Army, contrary to the mind of King Hezry, and beat the pre-. 
valling Iriſh, recovering moſt of the Tawns to the S&2-Coaſlt ; 
whereupon the King followed with a great Army, and made 
himſelf Maſter of fo great a ſhare of the Country, that ſome: 
of the petty Kings ſubmitting, and others not capable of oppo- 
fing him, he marched ro Dali», rather at that time a poor 
Village than a City, for be found no Houſe there fit for his 
Entertainment; and was thereupon obliged to build one, -2s. 
 Iikewile a Caſtle to keep them in awe, as plainly perceiving 
them a rude and untractabie People. This and the Conſtitution 
of the Engliſh Laws ſetled amongſt them, were as a Bridle for 
a time, but when King John came to the Crown, they fell 
into Rebellion: However, the Terror of his approach with an 
Englith Army, made them lay con their Arms, and humble 
themſelves - before him at Dublez; their Petty Kings there 
doing him Homage, and cnn their Sovereign Lord : 
From which time the Kings of Exglazd were ſtyled Lords of 
trelaud. And although Eaward the Third, taking care of that 
Kingdom, enacted many good Laws, yet were they but ſlen- 
derly obſerved, for in the Reign of Rechard the Second, they 
fell into Rebellion under the Leading of Ozeal and dackmur, 
which obliged that King to paſs the Seas in order toquell them, 
but it proved Fatal to him, for in the mean time his Couzen, 
Henry of Lazcafter, poſleſled himfelf of the Kingdom . of Ez- 
g£land: But paſſing over many Feuds and Diſorders, we find 
that inthe time of King Hexry the Eighth, the Iriſh attempted 
to make a General Revolt, under the Leading of the Earl of 
Tyrone and-others, but had no Succeſs, for the Lord Howard, 
Earl of Surrey, overthrew. them, and diſperſed their Power, 
making their Chiefeains Priſoners, which compelled Tzroze 10 
Sue for:the King's Mercy , which he olgained - under Oaths.and 
TED 1 Proteſtations 
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Proteſtations of Obedience, which: indeed he obſerved. during 
that King's Reign, who commanded himſelf to: be proclaimed: 
King of Ireland; the firſt King of England that took upon him 

that Ticle. Burt Queen E/:zabeth had not been: long: tected in 
the Throne, before the ſame Earl, * with others; drew a great 
Party, as well of the Wild 'as Civtlied Iriih after him, com- 
micting Horrid Outrages, and-proceeded fo: far, as to refolve 


upon che. utter! Extirpation -of che: Englith, who for the moſt” 


part lived in Towns by themſelves, as not caring to mix with 
fuch an Uncivilized People : And _— himfelf roo weak to. 
oppoſe the Englith Forces, ſent over at fundry times under the 


Earl of Eſſex, the Lord Worry, and others he Negotiated with, 


tothe Pope and Spazz for Aid; and had about {tx thouſand Men 
ſent by the Latter, under the Leading of Dox Azuila ; but thoſe 
Spaniards, Fortifying themſelves in Caſtles, and being beſieged 
by the. Engliſh, without any hope of Relief from the Iriſh, who 


| had betaken themſelves, through fear, to the Bogs and Moun- 
' tains, were glad to Capitulate for their departure with their 


Lives, and ſome ſmall Sbſiltence to carry them into Spazz. ' 
Fhe Iriſh Succeſs going-at this rate, and: Tyroze certifted that 

Thomas Stuckle an Engliſh man, who: had fled for Treaſon, had 

been prevailed upon by Dox Sebaſtian King of Portugal, to ac- 


= company him into Afric4 with the fix hundred Men the Pope 


had cauſed to be levied 'in the Territories of the Church, for the 


Service of Ireland, that'Earl deſpairing of better Fortune againſt 


che prevailing Engliſh, plainly diſcovered ro his Compamons, 


how his hopes were fruſtrated, which: made them with many 


Curſes and Execrations, forſake the Author of their F.uin, and 


-hide themſelves-in Holes and Corners; ſo that being in a man- 


ner lefr alone, and a reward profered to any that would or could 


bring him dead or alivez and he fearing the Treachery of his 


Country , ſurrendred himſelf ro the Lord Deputy , that - 


he might be ſent into Exglazd to plead his Caule before the 
Queen, where he by Petition and otherwiſe, Jaboured to exte- 


nuate his Crime, andcaſt the: cauſe of his Rebeliton upon rhe 
Severity of her Miniſters of State in' that Kingdom.

in the Snoiv, ' | Nor had they any picy on Age or Sex, Women: 
great with Child were expoſed" to all manner. of Ext&emity, 
_ Virgins Deflowred, Women Raviſhed, Infants, as ſoon as come. 
' into the World, caſt out to Dogs and Swine to be devoured, 
Thoſe that fled to their neareſt Relations, Landlords or I enants, 
in hopes of Concealment or Protection, were pertidioufly -be- 
' trayed. * The Popith Prieſts, that invcouraged' their Proceedings,

INCE the Papiſts in Irelazd have found themſelves at 

| large under a Perſon, who conceives it Meritorious to 
promote the Intereſt of the Romith Church ; and conſfi- 
dering how Bloody and Cruel-minded the Sons of that Mother 
of Harlots are 3 we muſt from what has been already declared, 
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The Hiſtory of the Life and Attions, $6; Tx 
Hs conſtrained to confe(s; the Proteftantswhoſe Perſons and 
Eftates are in that Kingdom, carmot be without dreadful Appre- 
henſions - of the. Fatal Conſequence -: 'And (indeed whar conld 
have been expected, had not the Almighty Hand of Providence 
wrought this ſudden and almoſt unexpeRted Change in England 3. 
which gives them a reviving proſpe&,--of laving themſelves 
and their Poſterity freed from the hard” Yoke of Popery and 
Slavery, which exceeds all others; for it extends not only to 
Bodies and Eſtates, but even to the Enflaving the Conſciences 
and Souls of Men, which above all is the moſt intolerable?

may be fpilt, and the Deſtruttion and "Miſery which by reaſon thereof 
may be occaſior'd ; and weſvall look. npon our. ſelves to be juſtified b: fore 
God and Man in our Proceedings 'by Force and Arms againſt them as 
Rebels and Traytors, and ſuch we: do hereby declare all thoſe tobe;whs- 
ſhall AF as aforeſaid againſt our Authority, as is herein expreſſed; and 
that the, Lands and Eſtates of. all: ſuch as ſhall. after notice of this our 
Declaration perſiſt 1a their Rebellion, -or be- any wiſe Abettors- thereof; 
and which by Law will be forfeited unto ws, - ſhall be by us diſtributed and 
diſpoſed to thoſe that ſhall be aiding | and aſſiſting . in reducing the' ſaid 
Kingdom to its due Obedience.

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This Declaration did not alittle allarm Tyrconnel and his Ad- 


 herents : However, having ſent to Frarce, and expeCting ſome 


extraordinary return, he declared, He would not part with his 
Sword, but rather--uſe it to defend himſelf, and free his Country; 
nor would he hearken to thoſe who went about to perſwade him: 
to lay hold of the favourable opportunity, whilſt he might pro- 


cure honourable Conditions for himſelf and his Confederates ; but 


continuing in an obſtinate humour, he rather caſt in his mind 
how he might weaken the Proteſtants that yet remained in the 
Kingdom. For indeed the Infolence of the Papiſts had put ſach a 
Fear into the hearts of many, that they ſhipped themſelves, and 
their Effefts, by ſtealth, for England. and Scorland, by reaſon: 
Tyrconnel had cauſed all the Ports at Dubliz, Cork,, &c. to be ſtopt,: 
and no Paſſenger to go off without leave : Nay, to prevent -as- 
much as in him lay a Correſpondence between the Kingdoms, 
Pacquets and Letters were ſearched, and thoſe ſtopped that con-- 
tained any relation of the Proceeding; or Tranſattions of J1re- 
land. ' Ships were likewiſe order'd not to ſet-Sayl, or offer it, 
under pain of Canhiſcation, without eſpecial leave, and the Ef-- 
feats of ſome Engliſh ſeized. But this he thought not ſufficient, 
nor himſelf ſecure, till he had altogether aſſured him of the Ca- 
pital Cities, &c. And in order thereunto he ſent a competent 
number of his Troops to march in the Night-time to Dublin 
without Beat of Drum, or Soundof Trumpet, by which means 
they, upon the firft appearance of day, ſeized upon the Skirts of 
the City,. poſting. Troops at the Heads and Turnings of every: 
Street; and ſoon after three Companies commanded by Captain: 
Talbot ſurprized the Colledge, ſwearing to kill any that made re- 
fiſtance, having a Basket of Hand-granadoes in readineſs; and
